Tiled Walls.

Dairy Cattle and Herefords. 


In the dairy herd there are about 20 cows. 
mostly of shorthorn type, which are being put 
through the scrutiny of a cow-testing associa- 
tion. Last year thirteen cows which com- 
pleted their lactation period gave an average 


yield of slightly under 6%5 gallons, the 
hest record being one of 850 gallons. This 


vear,.some of the cows have increased their 
records to 1,000 and 1,100 gallons. Since cow- 
testing was started a steady improvement has 
taken place in the cows. 
These cows are mated with the well-bred 
shorthorn dairy bull, Ballingrane Wild King 
by Kelmscott Solus, and out of Fota Wild 
Colleen. All the best heifers are retained to 
fill gaps in the dairy herd, and thus grade it 
up. 

As might be expected in this part of the 
country, the pedigree herd is one of Herefords 
which do extremely well. The bull calves are 
always in request, aid last year ranged from 
£21] to £37, or an avérage, of £28 for ten. 
At the head of the herd is the three-year-old 
bull, Bounds Qditefight. by? Leen Aergeant, 
and bred in Herefordshire. “Lhis is a bull of 
great substance, aud has 15 pure-bred cov : in 
calf. Six two-year-old heifers of extremely 
nseful type “and good breed ‘character, with 
four heifer. calves, go to complete a herd 
which is being Írun on natural lines. 
In addition there are 104 cross-bred cows to 
calve. These are Hereford-Kerry and Here- 
ford Shorthorn crosses, and their calves, being 
thrivers, are always much wanted in the 
autumn, when they bring from £9 to £12 
each, : 


Other Stock. 
There are 61 Wicklow Cheviot sheep crossed 
by a Border Leicester ram, and 17 horses, in- 
cluding farm aud riding horses. 
Inside the demesne, which js thickly wooded 
and kept in good condition, there are about 
1,250 acres. 
On the farm, which is managed by Mr. 
Edgeworth, there are 70 acres of tillage. 
his includes some 30 acres of oats, four of 
mangeis, four to five of thrnips, three to four 
of rape, etc. 

Of the outside staff, there are thirty men 
employed on the farm and 20 in the gardens.

for July, 1914. That index is, of course, 
based on figures originally compiled from 
sources for which Saorstat Eireann did not 
exist as a segregated economic entity. 
Northern Ireland and Great Britain were in- 
cluded in those original returns, for which 
100 forms the basic figure. 

If we turn to the figures for Northern Ire- 
land and Great Britain (as now compiled ir 
London) we find that the increased per- 
centage for these works out for 1928 at almost 
66. Presumably the Northern Ireland farmer, 
however, if considered separately, lives more 
nearly at the rate of his neighbour in 
Saofstat Eireann than at that of the English 
farmer. If, therefore, Ireland were now 
treated as a single economic unit, there can 
be little or no doubt that the increased figure 
for 32 counties would come out at over 70 
per cent., though perhaps a shade lower than 
the 74 cited above. 

However, it is important to note that these 
figures include foodstuffs and necessaries 
which the farmer-either does not largely con- 
sume or produces himself, When food is 
taken separately the index figure works out 
lower. The higher increases are in boots, 
clothes, and other things the farmer must 
procure and caunot produce, 


The Agricultural Price Index. 


The other-table which the Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry publish is of far-reaching 
importance. It gives agricultural pfice in- 
dexes for each year from 1840 to 1928, both 
for Ireland as a whole and the Free State. 
For the purpose of making a basic number, 
the average index for the three years 1911-15 
is taken for all Ireland, and the broad general 
fact that emerges is that Irish agricultural 
prices rose almost without intermission from 
the beginning of the century (87.2) until 1920 
(291.4)—the ascent being steep and rapid 
from 1914—and fell with astounding rapidity 
to 202:1 in 1921, and quickly from 1922 
(though wavering in 1923) to 138.5 last year. 
To make a comparison which relates -this 
table to the cost of living figures, 1914 would, 
of course,, be the base year. Its index is 
104.2. Ilad 100 heen allocated to it, we pre- 
sume the prices for 1928 would have worked 
out proportionally and the index for last 
year would stand at about 152.8. 

Put roughly and simply, the relation be- 
tween what agricultural prices a whole 
fetch and what it costs the farmer to buy 
necessary commodities is that between 174, or 
a little less (the cost of living ficure), and 133. 
Even if we “‘correct”’ these to round num. 
bers; 130 and 170. the difference is 40 points 
(i.e., 30 per cent. on his outlay) to the 
farmers’ disadvantage.

If we confine our attention to the Irish Free 
slightly Jess favourable to the farmer.

The Superannuation and Pensions Bill, 
1929, was introduced by the Minister for 
Finance. 

It was announced that Sir James Craig 
had been appointed to fill the vacancy on 
the Betting Committee caused by Mr. 
Alfred Byrne’s election to the Senate. 

By 65 votes to 56 the second i of 
the Local Elections (Dublin) Bill was 
carried. The measure extends the period 
of office of the Dublin Cit Commissioners 
until 3lst September, 1936. 

The Minister for Local Government 
stated that it was intended to have the 
first reading of the Greater Dublin Bill 
before the Summer Recess. 

The second reading of the Defence 
Forces (Temporary Provisions) Bill was 
carried by 65 votes to 59. The Minister 
for Defence who was severely criticised 
for his delay in bringing in a permanent 
Army Act, said that he would not be 
prepared to do so while the Army was 
being reduced’ They had changed the 
whole form of the Army during the last 
twelve months. 

Numerous amendments to the Censor- 
ship of Publications Bill were withdrawn. 
One, by Deputies Law and Tierney, was 
adopted providing for the prohibition of 
the sale and distribution in the Free 
State of periodicals which devoted an 
unduly large space to the publication of 
sensational matter relating to crime? 

In reply to Professor Thrift, the 


Minister in charge of the bill stated that 


he- could not agree to the principle that 
any person should be able to write to a 
bookseller and precure any book he liked. 

The report stage of the bill, making a 
knowledge of Irish obligatory on legal 
practitioners, was passed and the final 
stage fixed for next Wednesday. 

There were some sh interchanges 
during the debate on the bill which pro- 
poses to reduce Senators’ salaries, and 
the Minister for Agriculture said that 
Fianna Fail had their attitude 
towards the Senate since they got some 
of their own friends in there.

Mr. ESMONDE (Govt., Wexford) said that

CENSORSHIP AMENDMENTS 
WITHDRAWN. 


The House resumed the debate on the 
Censorslup of Publications Bill and the 
amendments which had been put forward by 
Protessor TIERNEY (Government, National 
University) and Mr. HUGH LAW (Govern 
ment, Donegal}, providing that the Board 
should consider every complaint referred to 
them by the Minister concerning a book 
which, “wholly or in general character,’’ 
was indecent or obscene, or which advocated 
unnatural prevention of conception or abor- 
tion, was further discussed. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, said that he would be prepared to 
accept the amendment, which he believed 
would strengthen the bill, in dealing with this 
matter if the words “wholly or in general 
characier’’ were deleted. If Section 17 
stood part of tbe bill the measure would be 
much stronger, as they would have the Courts 
as well as the ‘*‘ Black List ” to prevent the 
spread of these practices. 

Mr. HUGH LAW said that the attitude of 
Depuiy Tierney and himseif had been misre 
presented. It had been suggested that th-ir 
ohiect was fo protect (he purveyor of con 
traceptive literature and to spread a know- 
ledge of such practices. Their object was 
the direct contrary, and, as the Minister had 
pointed out, the amendment would ‘trengthen 
the bill. There were a large number of people 
in this country who knew nothing about con- 
traception, and it was desirable to avoid 
giving publicity to the matter. By bringing 
the books before the Board it would avoid 
the publicity incidental to a public Court. 

“ WATERING DOWN THE BILL.” 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Govt., Dublin) said 
that Deputies Law and Tie had been 
fighting a winning battle all along on the 
bill, and it was being watered down until 
it had little force. They had been told 
that this kind of literature was not sold in 
Dablin.

‘** STORIES.”’ 


MAY BE SENSATIONAL, BUT 


NOT DEMORALISING. 


Mr. LAW, on behalf of himself and Pro- 
fessor Tierney, moved an amendment to Sec- 
tion 8, which deals with periodical publica- 
tions, the purrose of the amendment being to 
bring within the scope of the bill any periodi- 
cals which micht have “ devoted an unduly 
large pronortion of space to the publication 
of sensational matter relating to crime.” 

_ The SPEAKER suggested that the House 
should take with this. amendment another 
standing in the name of Professor Alton, 
which read :—' Or have specialised in news 
and articles of a criminal or vicious import,” 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that 
these amendments to some extent went out- 
side the scope of the bill as originally drafted. 
A certain amount of sensational crime reports 
was inevitable in a newspaper. He was pre- 
rared to accept the amendment of Deputies 
Law and Tierney, but he could not confine it 
quite as much as Deputy Alton’s amendment 
would do. The word “specialised’’ in 
mir i! Alton’s amendment would make it 
too difficult to adminster. 

Prgiessor ALTON said that he did not 
himself like the word “ specialised.’”” What 
he had in mind was the undue prominence 
sometimes given by certain newspapers to 
the details of post-mortem examinations. 

The Minister said that he thought it was 
already covered, as the only post-mortems 
to which any great prominence was given 
related to those on the victims of crime. 

Professor ALTON said that, as the amend- 
ment of Deputies Law and Tierney was 
substantially the same as his, he was pre- 
pared to withdraw his amendment. 

Mr. H. COLOHAN (Lab., Kildare) asked, 
if the amendment was accepted, did it not 
mean that a certain amount of sensational 
matter which would be demoralising would 
be permitted? 

e Minister asked how it was to be pre 
vented. ‘lhe newspapers were entitled to 
report sensational murder cases, which might 
be demoralising and an incitement to crime 
to certain people. 

Mr. COLUHAN said that he thonght the 
bill was intended to keep out all demoral- 
ising matter. 

Professor TIERNEY said that he thought 
the word “'d moralising “” xv "sa misleading, 
and, perhaps, the Minister would consider 
its revision fore the report stage. 

Professor ALTON’S amendment was with- 
drawn, and the amendment of Deputies Law 
and Tierney was agreed to. 

The Minister accepted an amendment 
moved by Professor ‘Thrift (Ind., Dublin 
Univ.), pro.iding that the prohibition order 
in connection with books and periodicals 
should, in the first instance, have force for 
the period of three months. ' 

BOOKS FOR PRIVATE USE ONLY 

Mr. HUGH LAW moved an amendment 
standing in his name and that of Professor 
Tierney to Section 11, that prohibition shoula 
not apply to a book or periodical required by 
"“ person solely íor his own use. 

he MINISTER said that the general 
scope of the bill aimed at the prohibition 
mainly of the importation of undesirable 
books and periodicals for sale and distribu 
tion. He could not, however, agree to the 
Aris mg that any person should be able to 
write to a bookselJer and procure any book he 
liked. The bill would be of little use if books 
could be bronght into the country in that 


way. 

Piston THRIFT said that this was a 
matter which should be cleared up, and Ie 
wished to know whether a person who thus 
obtained books would be liable to the penalty 

The MINISTER said that the section gave 
power to the Minister to allow the importa- 
tion of « book in certain circumstances. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

PROPOSED REGISTER OF SALES. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE proposed an amend- 
ment, making it the duty of every persop to 
whom a permit was — to sell or keep 
for sale prohibited s or periodicals to 
keep a register of all purchases, sales, and 
other transactions in connection with sucn 
publications. 

The MINISTER said that if such permits 
were to be given wholesale something of the 
kind would needed, but he could not 
that a great many such publications would be 
peor ted , It would not be worth the expense 
that it would put the bookseller to.

CHANGED ATTITUDE OF 


FIANNA FAIL. . 


On the second stage of the Oireachtas 
(Payment of Members) (No. 2) Bill, which pro 
poses to reduce the salaries of senators, the 
House resumed the discussion of Professor 
Tierney’s amendment to refer the matter 
to a Joint Committee of both Houses. 

Mr. R. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork Borough) 
said that so long as the Second Cha~'er 
existed so long would they claim as the direct 
representatives of the people representation in 
both the Dail and Seanad. He would like to 
know if the Fianna Fail Party, or any other 

arty, was prepared to proclaim their open 

ostuity to the ambitions of the working 
class people of this country at their pu.lic 
meetings. 

Mr. COONEY (F.F., Dublin N.) asked what 
proportion of the Labour representatives in 
the Senate or the Dail were at the time of 
election in official positions in the Labour 
movement. What proportion came from the 
workshops, the factory 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab.)—Or the public-house? 

Mr. COONEY—What proportion came from 
the common ple? 

Mr. ANTHONY—Ninety-seven per cent., 
to be accurate. i 

Mr. COONEY—I challenge Deputy Anthony 
to deny that ninety-seven per cent, of the 
Labour representatives in this House and the 
Senate were, prior to election, placed in shel 
tered positions? The Senate election showed 
that there are certain elements in the Labour 
Party, and that the best elements were de 
feated at that election. 

Mr. DAVIN (Lah.) said that his name had 
been mentioned in the previous debate by 
Deputy Flinn; but he would point ont that 
he sacrificed his day’s pay by attending the 
Dail. He went on to trace his record as a 
member of the Railway Clerks’ Association 
of Ireland. 

Mr. COONEY—You were helping English 
organisations to operate here. 

Mr. DAVIN said that he was proud to 
admit that he was still a member of the same 
organisation. Perhaps, he added, Deputy 
Cooney was not employed by the same 
publican as he was before he came into the 
House 

“ A CHEAP EXHIBITION.” 

Dr. T. HENNESSY said that he would 
support the ammendment, as he believed that 
the time was not opportune for the final con- 
sideration of the salaries of members. He be- 
lieved, however, that the method of election 
of candidates to the Senate adopted at the 
last election would have to be changed, and 
that they would have to go back to some 
form of election from reconstructed consti- 
tuencies. 

He did not like to interpret motives, but 
he thought that the Fianna Fail Party were 
voting for the bill in the belief and hope that 
it would be defeated. It was simply a cheap 
exhibition of enthusiasm for economy. 

President COSGRAVE said that, so far 
us the policy of the Government in this 
matter was concerned, the vote would be left 
to the free vote of the House. There were 
two.important institutions in the Oireachtas. 
Iie was supporting the amendment because it 
was a matter of courtesy, and, in considera- 
tion for the other institution, that the mem- 
bers of it should be consulted in a matter 
of this sort before a decision wag taken. 

When the Oireachtas Payment of Members 
Act was passed five or six years ago the 
Senate was consulted, and should be con- 
sulted now. The sum of money involved was 
net very considerable, and the saving which 
would be effected if the bill were carried 
would not materially affect any other service 
or activity in the State. He was satisfied 
that the majority of members of the Senate 
had as keen a conception of public duty as the 
members of the Dail and of the necessity for 
economy. 

THE FORM OF SENATE. 

Mr. O'KELLY (F.F., Dublin, N.) said that 
they did not desire the existence of the Senate 
in its present form any longer. They did not 
say that some form of Second Chamber might 
be helpful. If it were really necessary and 
useful Fianna Fail would be prepared to pay 
the cost. They did not believe in cheese- 
paring economies, and though they expected 
their motives to be misrepresented they were 
voting for the measure because they believed 
the Senate had not justified its existence. 

Mr. HUGAN, Minister for Agricuiture, said 
that he had seen the Senate operating and 
correcting the mistakes that had been made 
on the bills rent to them from that House. 
There were men in the Senate who had made 
a success—people who made contributions 
to the business life, to the Labour cause, and 


to everything that made a country dis- 
tinguished. The Fianna Fail Party had put 
some of their own undesirables into the 
Senate— 


The SPEAKER asked Mr. Hogan to with- 
draw the word “‘undesirables’’ and he im- 
mediately did so. 

ALLEGATIONS OR “ JCBBERY.” 

Continning, Mr. HOGAN said that there 
were certain people whom the Fianna Fail 
Party were under certain obligations to, and 
thev had to find places for them.

NEGOTIATIONS WITH 
THE TREASURY. 


“A COMPROMISE,” SAYS 
MR. CHURCHILL. 


Tie Chancellor of the Exchequer was 
closely questioned in the House of Commons 
yesterday concerning the agreement 
reached with the Free State Government 
as to the return of English silver coinage. 

LoLoNLL Grettox (Con., Burton) in 
questions addressed to the Prime 
Minister, asked :

used in the Free State, and, if so, what 
was the amount of payment, If he will 
state what amount of coinage in face 
value will be returned to the Treasury 
ly the Irish Free State Government, and 
what sum in sterling has been egreed to 
be paid by the British Government to 
‘the Irish Free State? 

Sin WILLIAM Davison (Con., Kensing- 

ton S.) asked : 

Whether any arrangement has been made 
between the British Government and the 
Jrish Free State Government to take up 
Gritish silver coing at present in circula- 
tion iu the Irish Free State at their face 
value. 

What were the proposals made by the Irish 
Free State. Government to the British 
‘overnment on the matter. and what is 
(he estimated sum involved ? 


_ COST TO THE TAXPAYER. 

Tne CHANCELLOR OF THE EXCHEQUER 
answered the three questions together in 
the following terms: ‘‘ Some two years ago 
ihe Free State, wishing to have their own 
token coinage, made representations to the 
British Government thet they should take 
back the silver circulating in Ireland at 
its face value. The amount of the silver 
m question was variously estimated at 
£1,500,000 to £3,000,000. 

‘We naturally demurred to this pro- 
posal on account of the. cost it would 
citail to the British taxpayer. The Free 
State Government argued that it was 
ouligatory upon us to redeem our own 
coinage at its face value, as we had made 
the profits out of the original minting. 

“ We pointed out, in reply, that this 
coinage was issued before the Exchequers 
were divided, and that the Irish and 
British taxpayers were both joint partici- 
pants in the profits of the issue. 


PROFIT ON TREASURY NOTES. 
“The Free State then represented that, 
since the establishment of the Irish Free 
State, British Treasury notes have been In 
circulation throughout Ireland, and that 
considerable profits have accrued to us 
through the printing and issue of these 
hotes. 

“Of course it might be rejoined that 
the Free State used our notes in this 
interval for her convenience, but it cannot 
be denied that a substantial profit was 
made by the British Exchequer during 
this period from their circulation ip 
Ireland. 

“The Free State also pointed out that 
the British Government had assisted both 

South Africa and Australia in establish- 
ing their own coinage by repatriating the 
British coins at thei: face value, and they 
argued that a refusal to assist them ip 
their turn would be invidious. 


A COMPROMISE. 
“Had no agreément been reached be- 
‘ween the British and Free State Govern- 
ments, it would have been necessary for 


Parliament to legislate to prevent the re- 
patriation of any British silver circulat- 
ing in the Free. State. 

“ In all these circumstances the Cabinet 
took the view that a friendly compromise 
should, if possible, be arranged, and | 
was instructed to negotiate with Mr. 
Blythe for that purpose. In consequence,

The  bird-catcher secures, a 
number of small sticks, about one foot 
long and one-eight of an inch in diameter, 
net “ei he smears a very strong 
auc hesive gum, known as bird lime. 
These are placed near a decoy bird. The 
birds alight on these sprigs, as they are 
called, and the bird-catcher dashes over. 
throwing his cap or bagging over the bird 
to ees its escape. hen caught, the 
bird is placed in a sinall, dark box about 
one foot long, six inches wide and three 
inches deep. He repeats this procedure 
as his victims come along. 

_When he reaches home, he takes the 
birds out one by one and cleans them 
with paraffin oil—that is, he removes the 
bird lime. Anyone knowing the frail 
nature of a little bird, can imagine the 
cruelty in having it handled with rough 
hands, and the inherent difficulty of 
removing the adhesive gum.

escape, by their luck in only partially 
touching the sprig; if they do, and the 
gum has adbered to their claws, it means 
that when they alight on a bough they 
are pinned down to it and die a lingering 
death. If the gum has reached their 
body dirt of all kind adheres to them. 
with the result that, in time, their 
feathers become clotted and they perish. 
It is also known, and admitted, that two 
out of four birds die after being cleaned 
with paraffin., | 

Another evil in connection with bird. 
catching is that almost as many unwanted 
birds are caught, such as chaffinches, tit- 
larks, ete. These are sometimes killed to 
.avoid the nuisance they are to the bird. 
catchers, and sometimes’ graciously 
liberated, all smeared with this deadly 
bird lime, their death being only a 
matter of a few days. 

The Department of Agriculture are 
well aware of the enormous increase in 
thistles, due largely to the destruction of 
the goldfinch. These birds landed down 
in great flocks during the period when 
these weeds were seeding and consumed 
millions of seeds; linnets also are weed. 
seed eaters. 

All over the country our songsters and 
bird life generally are being destroyed, 
due to bird-catchers and nest destruction, 
and we plead with the public to interest 
themselves in this nefarious traffic, and 
urge immediate legislation to stop it 
before we lose the great charm of our 
countryside—bird life.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

A story of considerable interest—what- 
ever its accuracy—from the point of view 
of the present state of keen world com. 
petition for markets, is contributed by 
the Buenos Aires Correspondent of the 
New York Times. He says :— 
“ British nranufacturers~ are preparing to 


tine mafket in an attempt to oust American 
products from the dominating position they 
now occupy. 

“A group of English manufacturers is 
attempting to raise a fund of a _ million 
sterling in order to finance a gigantic 
advertising campaign—“Buy British Goods’ 
—in South America, and ‘particularly in 
Argentina, the most important market. 

“The campaign will extend over a two- 
year period, and will culminate in the British 
Industries Exhibition, which is being held 
in Buenos Aires from December, 1903. to 
February, 1931.” 

This exhibition, while it is. sponsored 
by the British Chamber of Commerce, is 
solidly backed by the Argentine Rural 
Society, which is leading an agitation in 
favour of retaliating against the United 
States tariff policy, and at the same time 
is calling the attention of the public to 
Aryentina’s debt to the British, because 
they , import such large quantities cf 
Argentine products, aid is urging the 
consumption of British products. 

The Rural Society, however, is opposed 
by the Argentine Industrial Union, which 
represents manufacturing interests, and a 
tremendous fight is being waged in the 
Press between the ‘two organisations.

That Goldsmith's life in Cellege was 
miserable is quite unlikely from all that 
is known of his character. He left College 
with a competent knewledge of the classics 
and also with a much wider knowledge of 
life than is usual for one who has just 
graduated.

The staement of William Glover, in 
his “ Anecdotes of © Goldsmith,” i that 
having: taken his arts degree in Trinity, 
Goldsmith attended lectures in anatomy 
in the Medical School of Trinity College. 
was certainly not correct. They had not 
a trace of evidence that Goldsmith had 
any idea of following the medical profes- 
sion until shortly before he set out for 
Edinburgh, in the autumn of 1752; nor, 
indeed, is there any evidence that he ever 
returned to Trinity College after he took 
his degree in 1750. Although Goldsmitb 
had referred to the lecturers and professors 
in Edinburgh, he never referred to any 
medical lecturer in Trinrty. 


AT EDINBURGH. 


One of Goldsmith's recent biographers 
had attempted to make a good deal out ol 
the idea that Goldsmith decided to adopt 
the profession of a medical student—a pro- 
fession which, in the last century, often 
adequately filled a man’s lifetime. There 
was no evidence, however, that in the first 
half of the eighteenth century there was 
any profession, although it became 
common enough in the second half of the 
nineteenth centurv; nor was there any 
evidence that Goldsmith, when he started 
the study of medicine, did not intend to 
become a doctor. He did, however, attend

THE NEW DIVISIONS. 

The first. clause of the bill proposes the 
abolition of the proportional representation 
system of voting. and a return to the system 
of direct voting. The Act will come into 
operation on the day on which the Parlia- 
ment of Northern Ireland is first dissolved 
or oeases to have continuance after the 
passing of the Act. 

The schedules contain extensive details of 
the boundaries of the different constituencies.

Byrne sharply responded before he sat 
down, “I hope that we have seen the, last 
of the Minister's concessions to ‘high- 
brows.’”’ 

PROFESSOR TIERNEY’S PROTEST. 

Proféssor Tierney, who is one of the 
‘‘ intellectual highbrows,'’ at whom Mr. 
Byrne had so ponderously tilted, then 
opened withering fire on his party 
colleague. “I do not know,” he re- 
marked, amidst loud “laughter, “whether 
Deputy Byrne expects to be canonised for 
his speech to-day, but I suspect that one 
of the reasons for making such a speech 
was because he hopes to appear in the 
Catholic Pictorial with a halo around his 
head,”’ 

Mr. Tierney strongly protested against 
‘this moral felon-setting *’ of himself and 
Deputy Hugh Law by Deputy Byrne, and 
certain others inside and outside the 
House, and there was a murmur of 
approval from most parts of the Chamber 

After this little breeze the discussion on 
the ‘Committee stage proceeded quiet! y— 
so quietly coriversational, indeed, did the 
discussion hecome that most of it was 
audible only in parts to the Press Gallery. 
One gathered, however, that the Minister 
was meeting most of th amendments in a 
reasonable way, and on the understanding 
that the sections to which they had been 
set down would be remodelled for the 
report stage, they were withdrawn.

In a relerence to one of the Opposition 
speakers, Deputy Clery, Mr. Hogan made 
the tart assertion that if Mr. Clery were 
worth £360 a year, it was a sum of simple 
proportion on indubitable fact that twenty 
Senators were worth £3,600. 

“It was preposterous,’ he said, “' to 
hear men who had not quarter their educa- 
tion or efficiency patronise and criticise 
men who had contributed to all that made 
their country distinguished in the realms 
of art, literature, science, etc.”’ 

The Opposition was merely “ window- 
dressing,’ and no one could be deceived by 
their humbug.

SUGGESTED SCHEMES TO

“The County Council is giving employment 
to a rumber of local men taking off the 
bend and widening the road at Woodbrook. 
near Bray, at a cost of £3,000. When 
finished it will be a great improvement. It 
will give the "bus drivers a clear view for - 
good race. The men at present working will 
become disemployed, and sorter, ó a 
further burden on the rates if work is not 
found fon them. 

“ Within one mile of where [ write there 
is a road not in use, the foundation of which 
was laid down—in fact, completed—some 
eighty years ago by the late Sir Compton 
Domville, but for some reason he failed to get 
it on the county rate. The road in question 
leads from Rathmichael along the side of the 
hill, *“‘Katty Gollagher,’’ to Ba!lyman lane, 
which is on the county rate, and leads to 
Enniskerry. In continuation of it, north of 
Rathmichael, there is another road not on the 
county. rate, with a good foundation leading 
through Hernford and Leuhanstown to Car- 
rickmines and Cabinteelv. If these rods 
were put in order, it. would relieve the traffic 
on the main road, Dublin to Bray, which is 
very congested during the summer months; 
it would give work to a large number of men, 
and it would be one of the most beautif | 
tourist drives in Ireland.

ring Shara as they had Irish schools, their 
schools should be filled by Irish scholars 
rather than students from Czecho-Slovakia 
and other countries. One of the criticisms of 
sending boys to Irish schools was that it gave 
them a parochial outlook, but he thought that 
definite racial characteristics were better than 
a cosmopolitan education,. which made a 
man belong to no particular country at all. 
There was another criticism: that if a man 
was to get a good position abroad he should 
be educated in England ; but he thought that 
there was nothing to hinder a man getting a 
good position if he was educated in an Trish 
school. 

An enormous number of men had made 
their names abroad who were educated in 
Ireland. It was one of the greatest assets of 
the country that they should have men edu- 
cated in the country taking an interest in 
the affairs of the country. It was ridiculjous 
for a great number of people who were born 
in Ireland to go away to an English school, 
and then to go abroad, and after that take 
They had 
no definite proof that English schools were 
better than Trish schools, and what was the 
nse of sending their offspring to English 
schools? 

WORSE THAN CENSORSHIP BILL. 

Speaking on the negative side, Mr. T. Vere 
White said that something might be said in 
favour of the motion if it could be provéd 
that Irish schools were the best. Every 
boy was entitled to the best education 
that his parents could afford, and it was 
unfair to expect that he should stay at home 
for purely sentimental reasons. The training 
of a boy to be a good citizen was of much 
more smportance than party polities. If that 
motion. were it. would be the most 
narrow-minded ever- passed by the Society— 
more narrow-minded than the proposals to 
censor literature. 

Mr. G. F. Gill, seconding the motion, said 
that English education was all rght for a boy 
about to live outside Ireland; but for a boy 
about to live in Ireland it was not advisable. 
It was essential that a boy should be brought 
up in the atmosphere of the country, and let 
him travel later. 

Opposing the motion, Mr. G. 8. Power 
said that, if the members of the Dail had 
heen educated abroad, they would not have 
had such ridiculous scenes as those associated 
with the dicussion of the Cereorehin Bill. 

THE MEN TO GOVERN 

Mr. Eoin O'Mahony, speaking for the 
affirmative, said that Irish boys, educated mm 
an Irish school, were the best men to run the 
country, because they knew the country and 
the people. They wanted Irishmen for Irish 
schools; but they wanted something more; 
they wanted the best educated in Irish schools 
for abroad. They were a very emall nation, 
and if they educated their boys in Irish 
schools, when they went abroad they would 
create good-will and stamp their indiyiduality 
wherever they went. 

Mr. W. G. Price, speaking against the 
motion, said that, in nine cases out of ten, 
the English schools were better orgamised than 
the Irish schools. 

“THE NORTH AND THE SOUTH. 

Mr. C. W. GC. Quinn followed for the 
affirmative, and said that there was an idea 
that a boy educated at a school, say, 100 
miles away, was better educated than a boy 
educated at a school 10 miles away.

Mr. G. R. Quirke, speaking for the oppos.- 
tion, said that all the English schools ware 
layal to the Constitution. | Unfortunately 
that was not the ease in Ireland, 

Supporting the motion, Mr. G. E. 8. Curtis 
akked what was the necessity of having shobs 
educated in foreign countries when thev could 
have Irish gent'emen educated in Ireland. . 

Mr. W. F. Pyle, the librarian, who also 
supported the motign, said that Irish parents 
very often sent their children to English 
schools for effect.

THE CHAIRMAN. 

The Chairman, replying to a vote of thanks, 
said :—There are quite a lot of decent schools 
in England, and quite a lot in Ireland. But 
to imagine, as so manv aacieily asnirine Ts 
mothers do. that because her boy is at a 
place of education east of those awful de 
pressions round the Stack st Ho'vhead, che ts 
socially one up on her neiehhour. whose hene- 
ful is at Campbell or Clongowes or St. 
Columha’s is a delusion, of which she would 
be cured if she had the slightest social know 
ledge of England. 

1 know that in the good schools of Enelard 
there are splendid qualities which we need to 
emulate here. A cult of style and good form, 
a maturer outlook, and a sounder public 
opinion are more gereral there than here. 
And they haye, some of them,. but by no 
means alj. lovely buildings and good tradi- 
lions, and a very sound body of masters. 
But in Irish schools we are not altogether 
without these mrtues. We have done the 
essential—predoced on an average a greater 
number of distinguished men. We do not 
repress individuaity, nor jet the boys who 
are below the average intellectually sink or 
swim. We have, on the whole, a very cheery 
and wholesome atmosphere. 


SUGAR BEET INDUSTRY. 


INTERESTING LECTURE. 

An interesting paper on beet sugar making 
in the Carlow factory was read by Mr. J. 
Hinchliffe, at a meeting held under the 
auspices of the Surveyors’ Institute, at the 
Engineers’ Hall, Dublin, last night. Mr. 
Hinchliffe described in detail the method of 
manuiacturing sugar from beet, and, referring 
to the first beet factory, which was erected in 
1752, contrasted it with the modern factories 
of to-day. 

The Carlow factory, he pointed out, was not 
the first beet sugar factery to be erected in 
Ireland; but succeeded one which was estab 
lished at Mountmellick about 80 years ago, 
and which closed down because the farmers 
would not grow the necessary beet. 

Mentioning that about 200 tons of sugar 
were produced per day during the woraing 
season of the factory, the lecturer added that 
there were over 900 people employed there, 
and that, in addition, employment was given 
In many other directions, such as in sack- 
making and farming. In conclusion, Mr 
Hinchliffe added that the Irish workers were 
gradually replacing the foreigners, even in the 
most skilled positions at the factory, and that 
all the chemistry staff were now Irishmen. 
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SWISS SCENERY AND LIFE.

Mr. Robert Benson delivered a lecture on. 


the subject, “ Here and There in Switzer- 
land,” under the ausmces of the Public 
Library Lectures, at the Town Hall, Rath- 
mines, last night. There was a 
audience. 

The lecture was illustrated with many 
slides, showing some of jthe most beautia: 
spots in Switzerland. That country, the lec- 
turer said, had played a large part in Euro 
pean history, whoily out of proportion either 
to the area which it covers or to the la- 
tion which it includes, for Switzeri is not 
much more than half the size of the Irish 
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hanging from the window-sills and the fire

GUESTS’ EXPERIENCES.

SEA DAMAGE AT 
GREYSTONES. 


WALL WITHSTANDS 
TIDES. 


-“ 


The undamaged portions of the sea wall at 
Greystones withstood both the morning and 
aiternoon tides yesterday. 

‘Both tides were exceptionally high. At 
high water spray was thrown thirty feet 
above the wall, and over the roofs of the 
cottages. 

‘he drive of the waves at the early tide, 
about 1.50 a.m., was northerly, and the back- 
wash, returning through the gap in the sea 
wall, carried away the earth im front of the 
cottages until only a yard and a half of solid 
ground stands firm in some places. So much 
of the éarth on the north side of the gap 
was carried away that a partition wall which 
formerly divided two of the cottage gardens 
was eaten away. About twenty feet of the 
wall collapsed. 

Of the four houses which were abandoned 
by their occupiers, the cottage, ‘‘ Somerton,” 
is the most seriously threatened. oy about 
four feet of solid ground remains between 
the building and the sea, which at. this point 
is ten feet below the house wall. 

Both this cottage and the cottage next door 
have been dismantled by their owners, and 
all the interior fittings, as well as the roofing, 
windows and doors have been salvaged and 
taken to other dwellirgs inland. 

Late last night it was stated in Greystones 
that the worst of the tides was passed, and 
that it was hoped that the danger to the 
existing sea wall would now gradually 
diminish. ; 

It is estimated that 4,500 tons of soil— 
which included the roadway and the filled-in 
portion of the coast between the road and 
the sea wall-¢has up to the present been 
washed away. 

Mr. 0’ Mabdlly, T.D., and several Govern.

again to-day. i 

A memorial is being prepared by the resi- 
dents urging the Government to take imme- 
diate steps fo acquire suitable building ground 
for the erection of houses to replace their 
abandoned homes. 
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CORK BUTTER AND 
t= BACON TRADE. 


L QUARTER’S RETURN. 
From Ovr SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
CURK, Wednesday. 

There was a substantial increase in the 
imports of bacon, pigs’ heads and super- 
phosphate into Cork during the quarter ended 
Sist January, 1929, as compared with the 
corresponding quarter in 1928. The figures 
given in a return at to-day’s meeting of the 
Cork Harbour Board show that bacon imports 
increased from 106 tons 18 cwt. to 151 tpns 
13 cwt.; pigs’ heads from 189 tons 12 cwt. to 
522 tons § ewt , and superphosphate from 415 
tons to 1,702 tons. 

The bacon imports consisted of 131 tons 
15 cwt. on cross-Channel vessels, 10 tons 
11 cwt. on Irish coasters, and 7 cwt. on 
foreign vessels, 

Of pigs’ heads 56 tons 9 cwt. came on cross 
Chania vessels and 265 tons 10 cwt. on 
foreign vessels, All of the superphosphate 
was imported on foreign vessels. 

Imports of flour show a decrease from 
4.593 tons 19 cwt. to 5,970 tons 16 cwt., 
made up of 3,608 tons 1 cwt. on cross- 
Channel vessels, and 125 tons 4 cwt. on Irish 
coasters, and 237 tons 11 cwt. on foreign 
vessels, 

One ton 11 cwt. of margarine was imported 
on cross-Channel steamers, the figure for the 
corresponding quarter last year being 1 ton 
5 ewt. 

Exports during the same period show 
increases in the case oí bacon and eggs, but 
decreases in the case of butter and pigs. 
Bacon exports increased from 2,099 tons 
19 ewt. to 2,272 tons 12 cwt., of which 2,192 
tons 16 cwt. were shipped on cross-Channe! 
steamers and 79 tons 11 cwt. on Irish 
coasters. ggs imcreased irom 1,092 tons 
11 cwt. to 1,219 tons 17 cwt. 

The quantity of butter exported decreased 
from 1,590 tons 15 cwt. to 1,165 tons, of 
which 1,160 tons 2 cwt. were shipped on 
cross-Channel steamers, and 4 tons 18 cwt. 
on Írish coasters. 

Tne number of pigs sent across the Channel 
was 24,071, as compared with 37,413 in the 
corresponding quarter of last year.

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SCHOOL MEDICAL 
INSPECTION.

RESULTS IN DUBLIN AREA. , 


_A lecture for nurses was given at 34 At. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, yesterday afternoon 
The subject was “ School Medical Inspection," 
and in the absence, through illness, of Dr 
Mary O'Leary, the lecture was delivered b 
Dr. Kerry Reddin. There was a good attend- 
ance, . 

Dr. Reddin said that tn 1879 a definite 
inspection of school-children was established 
in Paris. Sweden and Belgium soon followed 
In 1891 England took it up, and America 


followed quickly. In Egypt—in Cairo—school 


medical inspection was initiated in 1892. 


Saorstat Eireann had definitely adopied the 


scheme. 


The objects of medical inspection were 
four-fold:—(1) For statistical purposes to 


show the physical condition of the child, and 
to establish facts in connection with the 
alleged defective physiques of children; (2) 
benefits which inspection brought to the 
individual child; (3) propaganda about teeth, 
digestion and personal hygiene, and (4) to 
umprove the sanitary condition of the schools 


in which the children worked in regard to 


ventilation, light, heating, over-crowding, 

lavatory and urinal accommodation, washin; 

and drinking facilities; also the provision of 
uate play-grounds. 

Medical inspection was provided 0) on ad- 
mission to school; (2) at the age of 8, and (3) 
at the age of 12. 

RESULTS OF INSPECTION. 


Dr, Reddin said that up to the end of 


December they had inspected approximately 
12,000 children. Of these 7,000 h 
fone or more); of these required treat- 


i; 5,000 
ment imm iately, and 2,000 were under 
observation; 2, were sufiéring from their 


tonsils, and of these 507 required treatment, 
and the remainder were pnt under observa- 


tion; 1,433 suffered from defective vision, and 


of these 1,000 required treatment immediately 
and 433 were under observation. That did 


not include “‘squints,”’ of which there were 
neatly 500 cases, There were also 630 cases of 
external eye affection. Of skin diseases, includ- 
ing ringworm, there were 442 cases, 300 of 
which required urgent treatment and 142 
were under observation. There were 227 
cases Of ear disease, of which 132 required 
treatment and the remainder were under 


observation. 


Dr. Reddin emphasised the necessity for 


teaching children hygiene, to breathe properly 
and to keep their teeth properly cleansed. 


He also suggested that they should eat «s 


much fruit as possible.

THE ‘ISSUE OF LICENCES. 

In the course of his evidence Mr. Thorpe 
recommended that, as heretofore, the Super- 
intendents of the Civic Guards should have 
power to give a certificate for a bookmaker’s 

cence within seven days of the application. 

Answering the Chairman (Senator Sir 
Bryan Mahon), the witness said that that 
would be the more economical way, as it 

be expensive to engage legal repre- 
sentatives to wed before a District Justice. 
The members of his Association had always 
found that the Superintenderits of the Guard 
were very careful, and a not sug- 
gest any improvement on system. 

Dealing with the suitability of premises, he 
said that this matter should be considered in 
the sáme manner as personal suitability. No 
cettificates, he said, should be granted to 
licensed vintners, or for any portion of their 
premises set aside or B same off for use 
as a betting office. e held that this gave 
rise to loitering by people going and having 
drinks while awaiting the result of the races. 
Licensed vintners, he said, should not under 
any circumstances get a bookmaker’s licence. 

Answering Major Bryan Cooper, he said 
that in Dublin at present there were at least 
three such cases. 

ge he said that paying out after 
results should be prohibited. He would sug- 


t payment of winnings either an hour 
tter the last race or next morning. 


HIGH FEES. 

Speaking of the licence and registration 
fees, he said that the present scale of £10 
for personal fitness and £20 for suitability of 
premises were exceedingly high, having re- 
gard to the hardships of percentage tax on 
the turnover. Compared with the fees paid 
by auctioneers, salesmasters and others, he 
thought it was inequitable to suggest that 
the average bookmaker should pay high 
licence fees, considering that his turnover 
A ge not reach £100 on a day’s transactions, 
and having regard to the fact that they 
might sustain a loss. 

o bookmaker, he suggested, should be 
granted more than three licences in any one 
city or town, and there should be no parties 
to an objection in the case of personal fit- 
ness or suitability of premises other than 
the Civic Guards or the Revenue authorities ; 
all complaints and objections to be lodged with 
the Guards. 

His Association recommended that the 
minimum bet should be 1s. for a win. A 
higher minimum would, in their opinion, tend 
to the diversion of business to undesirable 
channels, . Prior to the passing of the Act 
Dublin was honeycombed with unlicensed 
bookmakers, and business was done by 
‘‘ runners’ and by hole and corner methods. 


DINNER-HOUR CLOSING. 

No bet should be received from persons 
under sixteen years of age. They did not 
approve of the closing of kmakers’ offices 
during the day. 

Mr. Anthony, T.D., asked if the Associa- 
tion had considered the question of closing 
the offices from one to two o clock, as that 
was the workingmen’s luncheon hour, and 
particularly on a Saturdey, when in some 
cases they lost their whole weeks wages. 
Would the Association consider the closing of 
offices between one and three o'clock, espe- 
cially on Saturday? 

The witness replied that this matter had 
heen considered, and it was thought that such 
& course would resurrect the unlicensed book- 
maker again. If a man could not put a bet 
on in an office he would certainly go else- 
where, and the old system of “‘ runners ” and 
hole-in-the-corner methods would be revived. 
lí there were no payments after results it 
would do away with loitering. 

Mr. P. 8. Doyle, T.D., asked what was the 
cause of the falling off at Ivish race meetings. 
The witness said that the falling off had 
been taking place for the past four years. 
He thought that it was in part due to the 
scarcity of money, and there was no doubt 
that the tax had a great deal to do with it.

THE NEW BRITISH ACT. 

The Department of Agriculture in Dublin 
wish to direct attention to the fact that 
tinder the (British) Agricultural Produce 
(Grading and Marking) Act, 1928, i will 
not be lawful after the 28th February, 1929, 
to sell or expose for sale in Great Pritam 
any egg which has been subjected fo a 
process of preservation, unless the egg as 
marked conspicnuousiv and legibly’ with the 
word ‘‘ Preserved “' in letters of nel less than 
one sixteenth of an inch in height, the word 
being enclosed in a cirele of nof less than 
half as meh chameter. Fyges which have 
heen preserved by cold storage or chemical 
storage are exempted from the provisions @ 
the Aet. Chemical storage is defined as 
meaning “ storage ’ for the purposes of pre 
serving eggs by any process which does not 
alter the composition of the shells, including 
storage in aliy . gas, vapour or gaseous 
mixture. The Act, thetefore, applies to egus 
preserved in water-gliss, lime water, or by 
sealing with parafhn “ax, ete. 

lt wili be noted that. although the Act 
prescribes that presérved eggs must be so 
marked before sale oc. exposure for sale im 
(Great Britain, for all practical purposes Irish 
ree State exporters will be obliged to. mark 
such eggs im the prescribed manner before 
export.
